laid down by President Harding. 


"Illinois operators are 
absolutely 


united on the matter of arbitration.' 
he said. 
"We will only settlle the 


strike by arbitration." 


Any wage agreement made at the 


Cleveland conference Mr. Kavanaugh 
eaid, will not be a central competitive 
field agreement because Illinois and 
Indiana operators are not participat 
ing. 


A survey of Chicago's visible coa' 


supply made by the Chicago coal mer- 
chants association in 229 yards in the 
city and in suburbs within a radius ol 
ten miles disclosed only "123.512 tons 
'of anthracite, bituminous and smoke- 
less coal.

Operation Of Mines 


Governors of Seven Northwest 


States Are in Conference at 
St. Paul Considering Seri- 
ous Fuel Supply Situation. 


St. Paul—Federal seizure and opera- 


tion of all mines necessary to furnish 
a supply of coal to the country was de- 
clared to be the only solution of the 
present coal shortage by Governor 
Blaine at the opening of the confer- 
ence of northwest governors on the 
coal situation here Thursday. 


St. Paul—Governor Blaine declared 


the situation in Wisconsin is practic- 
ally the same as in Minnesota, with 
hundreds of industries 
threatened 


with idleness because of lack of fuel. 
The situation has reached a state, he 
declared, where the domestic life of 
the state is also threatened, as deal- 
ers are unable to fill orders for fuel In 
the homes. 


INDUSTRIES IN DANGER 


"We cannot sit idly by and see our 


ndustries and our homes go without 
fuel because thO' operators and min- 
ers are unable to reach a settlement 
n a wage dispute," Governor Blaine 
declared. 
"The state is powerless to 


act. 
We have no power to contract 


privately with mines to supply us coal, 
whatever price we might be willing to 
pay. 
It is the federal government's 


problem and they must settle it to sat- 
sfy the demands of all the people, 
ind not merely the demands of those 
actively engaged in mining." 


Gov. BlaJne was accompanied to the 


:onference by Edward Nordman, di- 
rector of markets of Wisconsin and 
Cecil Schreiber. statistician of the Wis- 
consin 
Railway 
commission.

Vordman is not authorized to give out

guards.

Although the labor vote is a doubt- 


ful Quantity and politicians claim it 
never supports any one party with

them is up for consideration. Even 
the Republican politicians who were 
unable to agree on the real cause 
of the Hughes de/eat in 1916 admitted 
that the railroad men contributed no 
small number of votes in appreciation 
of the Wilson effort on the eight hour 
law known as the Adamson act.

The coal and railroad strikes have im- 


pressed on us several fundamental princi- 
ples regarding the relationship of capital 
and labor in the operation of public utili- 
ties to the government and the public. As 
far as the people are concerned, experi- 
ence, has convinced them that capital and 
'labor engaged in the transportation and 
mining industries must be made to real- 
ize that the public mil is final, and that 
lockouts, strikes and circumvention are 
not permissible, or. for that matter, tol- 
erable. 


Transportation and coal-mining are 


" not private enterprises. They are public 
enterprises privately operated. 
In the 


case of transportation, the government su- 
pervises rates, service and finance through 
the United States Railroad Labor board. 
a federal establishment, the government 
extended its supervision and regulation to 
wage and \vorking conditions. 
The coal 


strike has indicated the absolute necessity 
of applying governmental regulation to 
the coal industry. 
Coal is a natural re- 


source and public necessity. As the first 
step in this direction. President Harding 
has proposed the National Coal commis- 
sion, which body -would make a compre- 
hensive study of the coal industry and 
elaborate a scheme of permanent adjust- 
ment covering the interests of the work- 
ers and operators, as well as the public. 


As the coal and railroad industries are 


public necessities, it seems remarkable 
that capital and labor are undertaking to 
determine what they will accept, or what 
they will not accept, from the govern- 
'ment. It is amazing that the two parties 
appear to be incapable of understanding 
that they are public servants and that 
they have no justification to inflict the 


, people with losses and inconveniences. 
It 


is enough for the government to give ca- 
' pital and labor engaged in transportation 
and coal-mining th,e fullest opportunity 
to confer over their disputes or differ- 
ences. If capital and labor cannot agree. 
they must abide by governmental deci- 
sion. The public will not let capital and 
'labor operating public necessities eontiu- 
[tie to do as they please. Both have to 
'recognize the public woal and the authori- 
ty of the government.

ment of the United States and its citi- 
zens. 


SEE HOW AUSTRALIA TAKES TO IT 


None who heard or talked with either 


Senator George Foster Pearce or Sir John 
Salmond at the "Washington conference 
had any reason to doubt the wholehearted 
desire for disarmament felt by the peoples 
of Australia and New Zealand. 


The pacts taken home to Australia by 


Pearce have been enthusiastically ratified, 
and Premier Hughes announces that if the 
commonwealth is going to disarm it may 
as well make the sa-ving worth while, and 
so promises to cut off $10.000.000 from 
the defense budget. 
That is typical of 


the Australian method which, however, 
experimental in many of 4ts phases, is 
downright and thorough in all its an- 
nounced policies. 


It may be noted that just as Australia 


feels about disarmament, so does the 
United States, and Latin America, and 
Canada and South America. In fact, 
wherever there are peoples possessing 
good resources.and living under a system 
which assures them a handsome reward 
for their effort, those peoples want to 
work and do not want to fight if a fight 
can be honorably avoided. It is only in 
the lands where living has become specu- 
lative, where the average man is not as- 
sured a decent standard of living for his 
toil, that envy breeds hostility and men 
have time to think of war, as a desperate 
chance for improvement. 


Australia has a long and troublesome 


coast she cannot pretend to defend, and 
which the British fleet cannot defend 
without money and trouble; moreover. 
Australia is fairly independent and not 
eager for too much defensive patronage 
from home. The Australians have faith, 
that is all. that hard work wil] make them 
great, just as hard work made the United 
States great, and being great in achieve- 
ment means becoming great in character. 
Then if the test comes Australians will 
prove as potent in their own defense as 
were Americans in the late war. 


But back of that is the larger convic- 


tion that the society of the world conform 
eventually, and not too far off, to the will 
of the majority of liberal peoples. Geo- 
graphically already those who hesitate to 
ally themselves with the march of peace- 
ful progress are a decreasing minority, 
whose past is a fear the new present has 
not yet removed 
altogether from the 


minds of men. No man may estimate the 
authority of the voice which would be 
raised tomorrow on six continents if any 
ambitious sabre-rattler were to summon 
his followers to war.

Heat Prostration 


Normal or healthy persons in the United States 


and Canada do not suiter sunstroke or heat pros- 
tration from exposure to the weather. Persons In 
Impaired health, that Is, persons 
who already 


have some serious disease which undermines vigor 
and resistance, alone suffer such attacks. Healthy 
persons engaged in certain occupations entailing 
exposure to extreme degrees of heat, such as fur- 
nace stoking in ships, working about the furnaces 
in steel plants, etc . do suffer from heat prostra- 
tion. "When we read of the numbers of victims of 
heat prostration In cities- in the course, of hot and 
humid weather we must give due credit to the in- 
dustry of the reporter. * 


In sunstroke, the real thing, the victim is un- 


conscious, he breathes 
heavily 
or 
stertorously 


(snoring), his face is red and flushed, his skin 
feels hot and dry. his pulse is hard, rapid and 
bounding, his heart is heaving away more heavily 
and forcibly than it should, and his body tempera- 
ture is far..above the normal. 
The condition re- 


sembles apoplexy (stroke of paralysis, cerebral 
hemorrhage) except that the body temperature is 
much higher than it is in apoplexy, as a rule. 


Heat exhaustion or heat prostration is a very 


different picture. 
The victim lies relaxed, is per- 


haps stupurous or very quiet but not unconscious 
and responds to questions with a brief acknow- 
ledgment, la too weak and 
exhausted 
to tall 


looks very pale, has a moist cool skin, is perhaps 
covered with cold perspiration, has a week feeble 
pulse—m short presents practically the condition 
of shock or fainting, except that in heat prostra- 
tion the body temperature is probably normal or 
elevated a degree or two, whereas in shock the 
body temperature is below normal. 


Obviously nothing in the way 
of 
stimulation 


should be done or given to the 
victim 
of sun- 


stroke, for the flushed face and bounding pulse 
show that the circulation is already dangerously 
excited. It is equally obvious that the victim of 
heat exhaustion, weak of pulse and pale of coun- 
tenance, needs the help of stimulation, needs the 
same first aid treatment one would give for faint- 
ing or shock. 


In 
neither 
sunstroke 
nor 
heat 
exhaustion 


should ice be applied to any part of the body ex- 
cept the head or ice water used to bath or sponge 
the txxlv, altho some such foolish advice as first 
aid treatment is still given by health authorities 
who should know better. Aside from applying ice 
or frequently changed cold compresses or cloths 
to the head, in both sunstroke and heat exhaus- 
tion or in any conditions resembling them, there 
is little first aid treatment practicable 
for 
any 


one except a physician or nurse. 
The victim of 


heat exhaustion, being not quite unconscious, can 
and will swallow a stimulant, and the best a first 
aider can administer in heat exhaustion, shock, 
fainting or similar collapse is half a teaspoonful 
of aromatic spirits of ammonia in a quarter of a 
glassful of water. A cup of strong hot tea or cof- 
fee is another excellent stimulant in such a case.

Any attempt to economize on hos- 


pitallzation charge* for disabled sol- 
diers will be bitterly resented by the 
nation at large according to the news- 
papers which have discussed the con- 
troversy between Col. Sprague of the 
hospitalization 
committee 
of 
the 


American Legion, and Brigadier Gen- 
eral Sawyer, President Harding's per- 
sonal physician. 


Th* sentiment generally seems ,to 


be in complete support of the Sprague 
position the editors declaring that, re- 
gardleas of cost, the best possible care 
must be provided for all men still un- 
der treatment. The demands of the 
Legion generally are characterized as 
"reasoned 
and reasonable." and as 


such should be- granted to the 
full- 


est extent. 


"Dr. Sawyer has from the begin- 


ning," the New York POST 
says, 


"opposed the contructlon of Govern 
ment hospitals for the disabled. Dr. 
Sa,wyer, through his position as per- 
sonal physician to tha President, ap- 
pointed himself 'chief coordinator' of 
the 'Federal Board of Hospitalization,' 
and in that capacity ordered the ap- 
pearance before him each wesk of the 
heads of the various agencies hav- 
ing the hospital work in charge. And

HOW TO PLAY BASEBALL 


Points For Baserunners

One of the first things that every 


ball player should learn is to run 
out every hit. 


There ere in the major leagues to 


day any number of players who fail 
to keep that point in mind. 


If, after hitting the ball, it seems 


certain that you are to be an easy 
out, forget it. 
Dash madly around 


the basea as if you had hit the ball 
against the fence. 


Now that you have started on the 


way to first base, we will consider 
some of the things you should do in 
making the circuit. 


HOW TO TURN 


Try to so regulate your pace that 


as you turn first you will round the 
bag, or pivot the base, on the right 
foot. 
This will help you get on a 


more direct line for second. 


The slide is essential 
to a good 


base runner. 
The head first slide is 


rarely used. 
Most runners go into 


the bag feet first. 


Getting a good lead is necessary no 


matter what base a runner is on. A 
few steps gained at the start often 
wins the decision at the finish. 


Watch the pitcher. A good many 


pitchers have certain styles in throw, 
ing to bases. 
When the pitcher is 


actually ready to deliver the ball, he 
discards those moves. 
That is the 


time to pet the break and go. - 


TOUCH ALL BASES 


There is no definite way to tell a 


player how to slide best. 
It is an 


acquired art and, the great slides 
like Cobb have spent hours practic- 
ing how to best get away from the 
fielder with the ball. 


Don't forget that the bases were 


placed on the infield to be touched. 
Little is gained 
by cutting a bag. 


With two umpires it is impossible to 
get away with such trickery. 


Most of the freak plays in baseball, 


like the Merkle play, were caused 
simply by the failure of the runner 
to touch a certain base. Touch the 
bases!

from the outside for another year, 
in the opinion of Murray S. Kenworthy 
of Wilmington, Ohio, who has just 
returned from Buzuluk wbere he had 
charge of the relief 
work of the 


American Friends. Deaths from star 
vation are still occurring. As late as 
the first of June Mr. Kenworthy saw 
peopla lying dead on the streets of 
Samara, the chief city of Samara prov> 
ince. There are large districts in the 
famine area which have not received 
one ounce of food from any relief or 
ganization. 


Present crop estimates indicate that 


50 per cent of the people in the fam 
ine area will not have sufficient food 
to carry them through next winter. 
The acreage planted was small, due to 
lack of animals: 
weakness 
of the 


peasants, and lack of seed. Much of 
the grain shipped from the United 
States did not germinate well. 


There are thousands of orphaned 


children in the homes throughout the 
famina area who will have to be pro- 
vided with nourishing food as well as 
clothing and bedding. 


All the people are in rags. Clothing 


and material of all 
kinds is needed 


The people can spin and weave but 
thpv have no flax or wool to work 
with.

Cooking Vegetables 


BY BERTHA E. SHAPLEIGH 
From earliest history 
vegetables 


have been an important pait of man s 
diet. 


In a little book published in 
tha 


middle of the seventeenth century 
called "Adam's Luxury and 
Eve s 


Cookery," the list of vegetables gi own 
and the recipes for cooking them are 
more varied than those of the aver 
age housewife of today. 
"The Bible speaks of melons, leeks, 
and cucumbers in the tima of Moses. 


In the diet of many, vegetables take 


the place of meat, and when so used 
there should be one vegetable which 
contains protein, that which builds 
up, and repairs waste—peas, beans 
and lentils are among such 


Vegetables contain valuable mineral 


salta which are often lost in the cook 
ing 
If a large amount of water is 


used and then thrown away much of 
the value of the vegetable is lost. 


HOW TO COOK THEJM 


Strongly 
flavore'd vegetables, as 


cabbage, onions and turnips, are best 
cooked m wat2r for 10 minutes 
This 


water is drained off, taking with h, 
the unpleasant 
flavor—and 
then 


fresh water is added to finish 
the 


cooking 
Asparagus is 
best; when 


steamed 


Cook other vegetables In as little 


water as will prevent burning and 
keep the kettle covered. 
The water 


remaining when the vegetable is tend- 
er may be used for making a saucs 
to serve with it or as a foundation 
for cieam soup the next day. 


Carrots cooked in this way Uate 


quite differently, as one gets all of 
-the real carrot flavor. 


Starchy vegetables should be put 


on to cook in boiling water, salted. 
Greens, as spinach, chard * or dande- 
lions, should be washed 
thoroughly 


and may be cooked in the 
water 


which clings to them. Such vegetables 
as peas, beans, asparagus and corn 
•Mould not bs salted until nearly tend- 
er; Mlt has a tendency 
to 
harden 


them. 
Never allow vegetables to stand in 


the water In which they were cooked. 
Drain off the water and kesp hot by 
placing eve'r steam. 
KEEPING 
VEGETABLES GREEN 


All green vegetables are more at 


tractive it the coler can be kept In 


cooking 
It is just a question of set 


ting (he color, and bicirbonats of 
soda, in veiy small quantities will do 
this. 


Do not use more than one sixteenth 


of a teaspoon, or as much as can 
be taken on the point of a vegetible 
knife, to one peck of spinach or halt 
a peck of p^as pr beans 
If the vege 


table stands for a short time in very 
cold water and then is added to rapid 
ly boiling water the color is kept very 
well 


Two vegetables that are pretty to 


gether and tasta well can be served 
in the same dish or grouped on a 
platter Often one can combine sever 
al in this way much as New England 
house wives did when the served a 
"boiled dinner" Peas and carrots, 
spinach and beets, cabbage and beets 
or cabbage, beets and turnips are good 
combinations. 


VARY DISHES 


Vary the manner of cooking and 


serving. Sometimes take time to cut 
carrots and turnips into fancy shapes, 
mold the spinach in a bowl or pan 
kaep hot over water, then serve, sur 
rounded with hard-cooked eggs cut 
in quarters and a cream sauce. 


Cut carrots in slices and serve sur- 


rounded with peas and when fresh 
mint is available chop it and sprinkle 
over the carrots and peas.
